Any telegraph company that has been uay vorrow
or bhereafter may be organized under and by virtue of moner-
any law in this state, and doing business therein, is
hereby authorized and empowered, acting by its board
of directors, to borrow any sum or sums of money
from any person or persouns, corporation or body politic
